The Frospects for the Question to be Taken Up by 
the House—The Prebability of Morrisen Then 
Slipping in Ahead—Opintons of Prom!- 
nent Members on the Questien. 


WASHINGTON, January 7.—({Special,|—Mr. 
Taucall’s determination to strike at the inter- 
nal revenue system at this session was the 
chief topic at the capitol today, aud he says he 
is convineed that two-thirds of the people of 
this country are in favor of abolishing these 
odious taxes, which are a relic of war legisla- 
tion. and were never meant to be permanently 
fastened upon our system. Mr. Randall’s move 
in this matter has upset the calculations of the 
republicans, ¥ ho meant to make some sort of 
dec aration§against the internal revenue and to 
play that as their trump card in the close states 
of Virginia and North Carolina, in the next 
tion. Mr. Randall will do his best to get 
a dumocratic house todo something real and 
practicable on this question. He claims 
that the democratic party is distinctly pledged 
to such a policy by its last national platform, 
apd that this is the most desirable tariff reform 
that is possible. 

GEORGIA CONGRESSMEN TALE. 

Mr. Harris, Georgia’s representative on the 
ways and means committee, said to me today: 

“lam opposed to the internal revenue sys- 
tcm. and hope to see it abolished; yet Ido not 
ibink this is the time to attempt such a work, 
I believe that the relief the people want now is 
lower custom duties. The present tariff affects 
and oppresses every citizen of the United States 
with a burden of taxation which is admitted to 
he unnecessarily heavy. The internal revenue 
falls hard upon the citizens of only a few states, 
When this is the fact, I believe we should relieve 
first the greater number. I am not willing to 
see the tax taken from tobacco and raised on 
whisky, while wool and sugar and many of the 
other necessaries of life are taxed as they 
are now. Mr. Randall wants to begin 
at the wrong end, I think. But while these are 
my views, to reduce taxation, I would be will- 
ing to yield my preference, in some measure, if 
I could aid in lightening the load the people 
are now carrying. I haye heard it suggested 
that we might have a compromise bill which 
would relieve customs and internal ‘revenue 
each about twenty-five millions. If I saw that 
this was the best that I could do, I would sup- 
port such a bill.” 

“How do the democrats of the ways and 
means committee stand on Mr. Randall’s bill?” 
I asked. 

“I do not think they agree with his views of 
the tariff, hut I believe they are sincere in the 
efforts they have made three times in this con- 
gress, to call up the tariff. If Mr. Randall, 
who has veted against this motion every time 
it has been made in this congress and the last, 
chooses now to make the same. motion himself, 
I believe every democrat on our committee 
will vote to take up the revenue bills. But as 
soon asthe general question was before the 
house, we might part company with Mr. Ran- 
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dall. There may be a conference of the demo- 
eratic members of the ways and means commit- 
tee within the next few days to outline some 
policy of future action.” 

Judge Crisp said: “I have always been in 
fuyor of repealing the internal revenue taxes. 
J cannot see just what sort of tariff bill can 
possibly be arranged in this congress,,and my 
«pinion is that nothing whatever wi'l be done 
on the question.” 

“Major Barnes says: “I will vote to repel 
the tax on tobacco and on fiuit brindies. I 
think that ought to be-done as soon as possi- 
ble.” 

Mr. Candler, whose district is -mo-t deep'y 
interested in the subject, has not returned since 
the recess. Heisin Macon with a daught:r, 
who is quite sick. 

Mr. Clements said: “I am in favor of cutting 
the internal revenue now, witha view to) its 
ultimate repea!.”’ 

Mr. Hammond said he did not think any- 
thing would be done withthe tariff at this 
session. 

OPINIONS OF OTHER CONGRESSMR®. 

Mr: Henderson, of North Carolina, said to 
me tonight that no Jaw that ever had been in 
force in this country was more offensive than 
the internal revenue system had been to the 
peoy of his state. It has been the occasion of 
blood shed and untold hardships. Said he: 
“Tam pledged to doall I can for its repeal or 
modification. I shall seize any opportunity to 
make good that pledge. IfI can slice it down 
Ishalldoso with pleasure. If I can kill it I 
will be delighted. I think these are the senti- 
ments of our North Carolina delegation.” 

Messrs. Caball and Wise, of Virginia, will 
lead the democrats on their delegation in favor 
of anything that looks toward the crippling or 
destruction of this system. The best posted 
Virginians I have heard speak, say that it was 
the tariff and not Mahone’s manipulations 
which carried seven out of the ten congression- 
al districts in that state against the democrats 
at the late election, But with all the feeling 
against the internal revenue Mr. Randall has a 
hard road to travel in trying to reacha point 

or a fatal attack upon it. A motion made 
by him or any of his friends to go inté com- 
mittee of the whole to consider the 
revenue bills would undoubtedly carry. The 
democrats would vote solidly for it, and at 
least half a dozen republicans would vote with 
them. Then the committee would go to the 
calendar. The Morrison bill precedes the Ran- 
dall bill, and the old battle would be renewed. 
It must be remembered that Mr, Morrison’s 
last motion for consideration failed by only 
two votes, counting Judge Reagan in the 
bath tub, and his two unpaired 
allies. A change of two votes would 
therefore bring the Morrison bill up after Mr 
Randall had gotton the house into committee 
of the whole on the revenue bills, a thing 
which Mr, Morrison has failed tofde, although 
he has tried three times in the congress. When 
Rand: ‘1 opposed Morrison’s motion the repub- 
licans voicd almost solidly with him. Would 
they do this if the house were already in com- 
mittee of the whole, and it waga question be- 
tween the Morrison and Randal) bill? I am 
confident that they would not. 
A REPUBLICAN OPINION, 

Mr. Hiscock, who has just returred from 
New York, where he has been coquetting with 
the legislature and bidding for the senatorship, 
Said tonight: “Mr. Randall need not count on 
our solid support for his bill in preference to 
Mr. Morrison’s, If that is his calculation he is 
Mistaken. We voted against the Morrison bill 
before, but when it comes up with the Randall 
bill Standing directly behind it, we may act 
differently.” 

Mr, Hiscock bases his ebjections to the Ran- 
dall bill on thé.fact that Mr. Randall has ab- 


Solutely declined to incorporate in it @ cut on 
oe sugar tariff. I think there is behind. this | 
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Mr. Hiscock as the antagonist of the internal 
reyenue. There are many democrats. who 
would vote against the Randall bill. 

Mr. Randall had a long interview with 
Speaker Carlisle today. It is vunder- 
stood that both Carlisle and Morrison 
are unalterably opposed to any tariff bill which 


cuts the internal revenue and leaves the eus-.7 


toms duties practically as they are now. They 
would carry a large vote on this line. I am 
aware that this dispatchis vagne and indefin- 
ite, but I plead in its defense that it is an effort 
to portray 2 very chaotic situation. Of all the 
tariff complications we have had in forty years 
this is the most entangled. 

A member of the ways and means committee 
said tonight: “When this question is next 
sprung in the house, it will fall like a bomb 
with a lighted fuse.” 

It is not known when Mr. Raadall intends 
to toss this bomb into the house, but he will 
do so atan early day. His bill puts lumber, a 
few chemicals and fruits, on the free list, mak- 
ing a reduction of about five millions. The 
proposed abolition of the tobacco tax would 
take off twenty-eight millions. Free alcohol 
for manufactures and science would be 
ten or twelve millions more 
off, and the abolition of the tax 
on fruit brandies would cut about one million 
out of the internal revenue, The Randall bill 
would, therefore, reduce the tariff between 
forty-five and fifty millions. The Hiscock bill 
would make a reduction of about sixty-three 
millions. 

Senator Brown and family arrived here at 9 
o'clock tonight, and went to their former rooms 
at the National. The senator stood the trip 
well, and is in fine spirits. e. oH. Ss,

CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 


The Interstate Commerce Bill Discussion 
Postponed—Bills Passed. 


WASHINGTON, January 7.—Several petitions 
were presented in the senate in favor of the 
experimental agricultural stations bill. Also 
a remonstrance signed by many business men 
of Dayton, Ohio, against, and petitions from 
the Business Men’s club of Kenosho, Wis., and 


from the Wisconsin state grange, in favor of | 


the interstate commerce bill. 

Mr. Call offered a resolution declaring that 
certain lands granted for railroad purposes in 
Florida should be forfeited, and instructing 
the attorney general to bring suit against all 


corporations attempting to sell or advertise | 


public lands embraced in railroad grants where 
bills for forfeiture are pending before congress. 
He asked to have it laid on the table. and said 
he would call it up hereafter. 

The senate then proceeded to business on the 
calendar, and passed a number of bills. 

All of those passed were of a private charac- 
ter. 

Mr. Cullom, at 3:10, stated that while he 
would like to have the discussion of the inter- 
state commerce bill continued today, he- was 
informed by four senators, who desired to 
speak upon it, that they were not prepared to 
goontoday. He, therefore, proposed that the 
senate would gotoother business. He wished 
it understood, however, thatimmediagely after 
the morning business on Monday he would ask 
the senate to proceed with the interstate com- 
merce bill, and would,on Wednesday, ask the 
senate to remain in session until the bill was 
disposed of. 

Mr. Deck inquired of Mr. Fyarte ac ta the 
bill to prevent members of congress acting as 
attorneys for subsidized railroads, and suggest- 
ed that it be taken up after the interstate 
commerce bill. 

Mr. Evarts said that that would suit him. 

Mr. McPherson presented an amendment to 
the interstate commerce bill, which, he said, 
he would offer when it came up. It was order- 
ed printed. 

‘The senate then, at 3:30 p.m., went into 
secret session, and when the doors were reopen- 
ed, adjourned till Monday. 

In the secret session, today, the Mexican 
reciprocity treaty, which has long been wait- 
ing action by the house of representatives 
necessary to carry its provisions into effect, 
was brought upon the proposition frem the 
committee on foreign relations to extend the 
time within which the required action might 
be taken. It was argued in support of the 
proposition that the aversion of the present 
administration to reciprocity treaties was 
likely to have the effect of delaying 
the action of the house beyond the 
present session of congress, in which 
case the treaty would fail unless the time were 
extended. The proposition gave rise to a 
debate of an hour upon the subject of reciproc- 
ity treaties in general and to some extent the 
question of tariff reform became involved in 
the talk. 

The proposition which was inthe nature of 
a protocol extending the time in which cen- 
gressional action must be taken to May, 1888, 
was brought to a vote and carried. This is the 
second extension of time in connection with 
this treaty. 

Mr. McPherson submitted an amendment to 
the interstate commerce bill, proposing the 
addition of the following words to section 5, 
which prevue pooling: 

Provided, however, that after full investigation, 
the commission, or a majority thereof, are of the 
opinion that the interests of both shippers and car- 
riers will be propactes by an equitable division of 
traffic, or of the proceeds thereof, between the car- 
riers. The provisions of this section may not be 
enforced prior to January 1, 1888, and it shall be the 
duty of the commission to report their action with 
reasons therefor, to congress in December next. 

The amendment also increases the number 
of commissioners of interstate commerce to be 
appointed from five to nine, and the number 

‘such commissioners who may be of one politi- 
cal party from three to six.

In the House. 

WASHINGTON, January 7.—In the house, on 
motion of Mr. Perkins, of Kansas, the senate 
bill was passed amending the act providing for 
the sale of the Sac, and Fox, and Iowa Indian 
reservations in Nebraska and Kansas. 

The amendment provides for the allotment 
of lands in severalty to minors and orphans. 

On motion of Mr. Bennett, of North Carolina, 
the senate bill was passed for the erection ofa 
public building at Wilmington, North Carolina, 
with an amendment limiting the ultimate cost 
to $150,000. 

Mr. Hatch, of Missouri, fiade an unsuccessful 
attempt to have private business dispensed with 
for the day for the purpose of enabling the 
house to resume consideration of the bill for 
the creation of a department of agriculture and 
labor, but the house went into committee of 


the whole (Mr. McMillan, of Tennessee, in the 


chair,) on the private calendar. 

At 3:45 the committee rose, and half a dozen 
private bills were passed by the house, which, 
at 4:05, took a recess until 7:30, the evening 
session to be had for the consideration ef pen- 
sion bills. 

At its evening session the house passed forty- 
two pension bills, including one granting a 
pension of $50 per month to the widow of Gen- 
eral Durbin Ward, and one granting a like 

ension to Grace F. Eads, whose husband lost 
is life while conducting a torpedo experiment. 

The house then, at 10 o'clock, adjourned un- 
til tomorrow, 


PUBLIC PRINTER BENEDICT. 


The Senate Committee on Printing--Investi- 
gating Charges Against Him. 


WASHINGTON, January 7.—The senate com- 
mittee on printing, it is said, began this mern- 
ing the study of certain problems involved in 
the nomination of Mr. Benedict to be public 
printer, and Benedict was himself before the 
committee for examination. No‘ conclusion 
was reached, and another meeting is te be held 
during the week. Itis understood that there 
ars no formulated charges the nominee 
but there are people who phat he is not a 
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practical printer or beok binder, and in these 
respects does not meet the requirement of the 
law governing an appointment to this office. 
The committee finds itself called upon not 
only to investigate and determine questions 
of fact, but te in ret the law. It is argued, 
on the one hand, that to bea practical ter 
and bookbinder one must have served an ap- 
prenticeship at tting and have worked 
with his own hands at inding. On the 
other hand it is urged that the manager of an 
immense establishment like the government 
printing office may be all the more efficient 
for not having passed his life in wrestling 
with the minutix or mere mechanical featares 
of the work in hand. The committee will 
give Mr. Benedict ample opportunity to reply 
to anything which may be said against him. 


WASHINGTON GOSSIP. 


The President’s Weekly Recéption—The 
River and Harbor Bill. 

WASHINGTON, January 7.--The president is 
steadily improving in health and was feeling 
better today than at dny time since his last at- 
tack of rheumatism. He received a large num- 
ber of official visitors during the forenoon and 
held his usual weekly reception in the east 
room in afternoon. 

The house river and harbor committee today 
made some further changes in the origina! 
draft of the river and harbor bill. Tae appro: 
priation for the improvement of Tennessee 
river at Big Mussel shoals was also made appli: 
cable to the Culbert shoals, Alabama. 

A communication from the commissioner of 
internal revenue was today transmitted by the 
secretary of the treasury to the house of 
representatives, requesting an immediate addi- 
tional appropriation of $50,000 for salaries and 
expenses of collectors of internal revenue for 
the current fiscal year. The secretary says, in 
his letter of transmittal, that urgency is de-' 
manded to properly execute the so-called 
oleomargarine act and also the act of August 
4, 1886, devolving upon the government the 
expenses of inspection of tobacco exported, 
theretofore paid by the exporter, The sécre- 
tary recommends that the appropriation be 
made with as little delay as possible. 


The Telephone Suits. 

WASHINGTON, January 7.—The government 
expects to begin preliminary proceedings 
against the Bell Telephone company in Boston 
before the middle of the week. Counsel will 
be District Attorney Stern, of Boston, and 
Messrs. Chandler, Whitman and Goode, The 
counsel held a meeting this evening at the de- 
partment of jastice and discussed the case. 


INDIANA’S IMBROGLIO. 


A Possibility of Two Legislatures--The Split 
Between the Senate and House. 

INDIANAPOLIS, January 7.—There was a 
large attendance of visitors at the capital to- 
day, although nothing particularly exciting 
wasexpected. On Thursday the senate adopt- 
ed a resolution to meet with the house this 
morning to hear the governor’s message read, 
but when the senate assembled, this action 
was reconsidered, the protests of republicans 
being unavailing and the message was read in 
the senate by theclerk of that body. The 
refusal to go into joint session caused much 
comment, and was accepted as meaning that 
the democrats will not consent toa joint ses- 
sion for any purpose. This surmise 
was strengthened at the afternoon sssion, 
when the senate passed a resolution declar %¢ 
there was no vacancy in the office of lieutenant 
governor, declining to go into the joint session 
for the purpose of.canvassing and declaring the 


result of the vote at the November election, 
eat adjvusuiage ULI Tiivedaj. The day ap- 


pointed for canvassing and announcing tb- 
vote for lieutenant governor is Monday. ; 

In the house today, the republican majority 
in retaliation for theeXtraordinary rules adopt- 
ed yesterday by the senate, adopted a set of reg- 
ulations fully as arbitrary as those of the upper 
body. The effect in either house will be that 
a@ majority can summarily and quickly unseat 
any member of ®the minority, rightfully or 
wrongfully. The governor’s message, owing 
te the refusal of the senate to participate in 
joint session, was laid on the table without 
reading and the house adjourned until Mon-- 
day. It is now understood that the speaker of 
the house will on Monday declare and pub- 
lish the result of the election of lieutenant 
governor, and that when the senate assembles 
on Tuesday he will appear and assert his rights 
as the presiding officer of that body. Hisclaim 
will be denied, and what recourse he will take 
is as yet a matter of conjecture. The air is fall 
of surmises and rumors and quo warranto pro- 
ceedings are suggested, and also the possibility 
of two legislatures. 


FALL OF THE MERCURY. 


Fourteen Degrees Below Zero at Chicago— 
The Cold at Other Points. 

CHicaao, January 7.—The mercury fell 
steadily in this city until four o’clock this 
morning, when the thermometer registered 14° 
below, and has since remained stationary, and 
according to the signal service report will prob- 
ably continue to do so for the next twenty-four 
hours. At Saint Paul the thermometer stood at 
32° below, while extreme nothern Minnesota 
and Canadian stations has not sent in any re- 
ports. At Davenport, lowa, the thermometer 
registered 20° below. 

DETROIT, January 7.—Reports from this 
state are to the effect that the mercury is al- 
most everywhere among the minus figures. At 
Hudson it was 23° below; at Bronson, 23° be- 
low; at Terre Oak, 26° below; at Anderson, 24° 
below; at Pontiac, 20° below: at Three Rivers 
this morning it was 14° below zero, and the 
waterworks were frozen up. Pipes burst near 
the pump house Wednesday night, and the 
damage has not yet been repaired. So great is 
fear of fire that night watches have been 
doubled, and arrangements made to call help 
from Kalamazoo, if necessary. 

St. Pau, January 7.—The polar wave which 
has prevailed for the past forty-eight hours, ex- 
tends over the entire northwest, and much 
anxiety is expressed regarding cattle and 
sheep. 


THE COMPANY RESPONSIBLE. 


An Important Decision by the Massachu- 
setts Supreme Court. 

Boston, January 7.—The supreme court has 
decided a case of great interest to the traveling 
publie as settling the responsibility of sleeping 
car companies. for losses sustained by passen- 
gers. Wm. Lewisand Wm.Wing, of Taunton, 
while enroute to San Francisco, were robbed 
in acar of the New York sleeping car com- 
pany. The court holdsthat the sleeping car 
company holds itself ont to protect passengers 
during the night, when they are powerless 
to protect their property---when property such 
as persons may reasonably carry---is stolen,the 
company is liable for it. Thesamecourt found 
for the defendant in the case, Mrs. Lillian E. 
Whitney, against the Eastern railroad. A 
lady while traveling in a Pullman parlor car 
left the car to get a lunch at Portsmouth, 
when she returned her satchel,containing $200, 
had been stolen. The court feund for defen- 
dant on the ground of contributory negligence 
on the part of the plaintiff. 


The Missouri Legislature. 

JEFFERSON C1Ty, Mo., January 7,—A concur- 
rent resolution providing for the submission of 
the question of the sale of intoxicating bever- 
rages to a popular vote was introduced in 
both branches of the legislature.

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“THE UNION; THE EOMMON HER- 
ITAGE OF PATRIOTS,”’ 


Speaks of the Daty of Democracy in Preserving 
Pree Institutions and State’s Gights- Celebra- 
tion of the Eighth of January by the 
Jackson Clab, of Columbus, Ohio, 


Corumavs, 0. Jannary 7.—The fourth an- 
nual banquet and celebration of the 8th of Jan- 
uagy, under the auspices of the Jackson club, 
was held at the city buildings tonight. The 
hall was handsomely decorated with appropri- 
ate pictures on the walls and a profusion of 


: flags and bunting festooned from the arches 


overhead. The stage bore large size pictures of 
the hero of New Orleans, Thurman, Tilden 
and President Cleveland. Four tables extended 
lengthwise of the room. 

Judge Allen G. Thurman,who was the living 
hero of the evening, spoke to “The Union—the 


Common Heritage of Patriots.” 

Ag soon as the audience had become suffi- 
a quiet, he spoke as follows: 

Mr. President: We have assembled not to make a 
latform for the democratic party of the United 
Statés: not to set at work any party machinery, the 
polifica) advance of any person whomsoever; not ’o 
setin judgment upon or to ostracise men of our 
arty, because in some particulars they may differ 
nr d to men; but we are here assembled to do 
what we can to reinvigorate the fundamental prin- 
ples"of our party, talking about, as far as 
possible, unity of sentiment and _ action; 

our deyotion to the union 

and to father inspiration 
from the example and teachings of the great man 
whose Valor and whose virtues we this night cele- 
brate. And what better homage can we pay to him 
who fought when a child to achieve our inde- 
pendence; who fought when a man to maintain 
and preserve it, and who, when at the head of the 
government, and at a dangerous crisis of our coun- 
try’s history, uttered the ever-memorable senti- 
ment, “The union; it must and shall be main- 
tained!’’—than to declare, as we do in the toast just 
read, that ‘the union is the common heritage of 
patriots.” Yes, Mr. |President, it is so, and it ought 
to bese. Men may haye been misguided and gone 
wrong in the past, but whatever may be a man’s 
history, if he is today and meaus to be in the future 
a true, devoted friend of the unign, that union is a 
part of his heritage. : 

It Cannot be necessary to speak to an audience 
like this of the adyantages that may be possessed 
by the union, but it mayj be prop to 
say something of the means by which 
it cam be preserved; for, although the union may 
be, aud P think it is, stronger today than it was 
ever before, yet it would be a mistake to suppose 
that it will never, in the long course of time, en- 
counter dangers that will require the utmost wis- 
dom and patriotism to meet and counteract. We 
have now ¢ population of about 60,000,000 people. 
If the “union lives another hundred years, 
our yo ger aya at the rate of increase that 
has hitherto prevailed, will be nearly, or quite, 
500,000,000—nearly 200,000,000 more people than in- 
tabit the whole continent of Europe. So numor- 
ous @ population—intelligent, active, indus- 
trious, educated, has never been seen 
under the rule of one government on 
the face of the globe. But if such shall 
be our condition one hundred years hence, what 
will it be when two or three,or more, centuries 
shall have rolled away? Manifestly, to hold such 
a vast pepulation, with a prodigious diversity of 
interests and occupations, feeling and opinions, 
firmly united under one flag, will require a degree 
of wisdo knowledge, and patriotism that has 
bever vet been displayed in a govern- 
ment of mankind. Some persons suppose 
that the union can be preserved only by the con- 
solidation of all substantial powers in the hands of 
the federal government, thus, in effect, practically 
destroying the long cherished home rule of our 
state governments, which has been productive of so 
many benefits. and of so much content. For 
myself I am of the opinion entertained

curity of liberty and the promotion of the best in- 
terests and happiness of the 
people, than the home rule of our 
state governments, and because this home rule is 
the cherished doctrine of the democratic party, I 
think the preservation of the party is about a syn- 
onym for the preservation of liberty and union. I 
think that the democratic per is the national 
party of free institutions, and to that it will be in- 
dispensible so long as freedom exists in America. 
If I am correct, then to say that we 

democrats, is to say that we are 
union men, and unswerving friends of 
liberty and homerule. Thereis no time tonight 
to discuss so granda theme, the most interesting 
that could be presented to the mind of an American 
citizen. AllthatI can doin concluding my brief 
remarks istoconjure you to cherish a deep and 
unfaltering love for your free institutions; to incul- 
cate this love in the minds of your children, and 
never, under any circumstances, however appall- 
ing, to despair of the republic.

TWO MISERS STARVE.

WHILE THEY HAVE MONEY IN 
BANK. 


The Diseovéery Made by Philadelphia Policemsea— 
The Attenuated Forms of Two Men Stiff ia 
Death From Found in 
a Tenement—Their Bank Accounts. 


PHILADELPHIA, January 7.—This afternoon 
a policeman foreed an entrance to the rear of « 
frame dwelling, No. 1025 Locust street, and dis- 
covered the dead bodies of two old misers— 
Joseph Perry, aged 73 years, and Robert Price, 
aged 65 years. The men were eccentric and 
had occupied the premises for over thirty years, 
although neither have performed any mannal 
labor for over eight years. They occupied two 
rooms on the ground floor, both ef which were 
scantily furnished, while a door leading to the 
second floor was locked and barred and nailed 
to keep intruders from affecting an entrance 
by that means. Both men were known as mi- 
s¢rs aud refused’ to associate with anyone in the 
neighborhood. They always kept the windows 
tightly closed and both were never known to 
be absent from the house at the same time. All 
sorts of stories were afloat about the neighbeor- 
borhood. Some of the neighbors stated that 
they were known to have money dcposited in 
the Philadelphia Saving fund and other banking 
institutions. This morning one ofthe occupants of 
the adioining premises notified an officer that 
neither Perry nor Price had been seen to leave 
or enter the dwelling for over a week, and the 
officer fereed open the rear window shutter 
and entered. In the back room he stumbled 
over the dead body of Price, which was lying 
on the floor, and in the front room the bedy of 
Perry was found lying on an old lounge. Both 
were terribly emaciated and had every appear- 
ance of having been starved to death. 

The coroner's physicians viewed the gemains 
and expressed an opinion that death had re- 
sulted from that cause. 

Perry and his cousin had occupied the house 
for forty years. In early life he was empley- 
ed in what was then Samuel Comly’s auction 
house. Subsequently he became a partner and 
afterwards succeeded him in the business, 
Perry retired ten years ago. He was of anece- 
nomical disposition and accumulated it is said, 
a fortune estimated at from $100,000 to $250,008 
which is invested in real estate, stocks, bonds 
and mortgages. 

Price was a carpenter and occasionally did 
odd jobs in the neighborhood. Both were very 
reticent in their dispositions and led lives of 
recluses. They were suspicious of strangers 
and seemed to be in constant fear of being 
robbed. Both, it is said, were Of intemperate 
habits, and it is believed both were under the 
influence of liqnor when they laid 
down in the kitchen of their 
miserable and filthy habitation and were 
frozen todeath. Perry was noticed by police- 
men on Mondy last in an intoxicated condition 
and since then neither have been seen. 

When an examination was made of Perry's 
effects,three watches,three bank checks, aggre- 
gating $191; one share ofstock in the Phila- 

elphia, Wilmington and Baltimore railroad, 
thirty-six shares of stock in the Masonic Hall, 
many silver dollars and gold dollars and frac- 
tional currency were found. 


EXPLOSION IN GAS WORKS. 


Sewer Refuse Takes Fire and Communicates 
it to @ Batlding. 

CuicaGco, January 7.—A violent explosion 
took plese at the North. Chicago Gas works, 
near the corner of Halstead and Denison streets, 
this afternoun. It was attended by the rush- 
ing of a great sheet of flame into the middle 
of the building. An explosion hai occurred 
in a sewer that carried the refuse matter 
from the oil cupolas, and in some way the gas 
became ignited. The flames followed 
the sewer and ran into the river, the 
surface of which for a _ distance of 
200 yards was soon a mass of flames which 
later ignited large cokée-sheds on the bank. 
Two fire alarms were turned in and the fire 
was under control in half an hour. The loss 
is nominal. There were a dozen men at work 
in the works when the explosion occurred and 
all ef them were thrown down. Several of 
them were seriously injured and were taken te 
their homes. The remainder sustained slight 
injuries. The clothes of two men caught fire 
and before they could be extinguished the men 
were badly burned. One man was thrown fully 
twenty feet, and his back severely injured.

The letter is written with red ink 
on coarse brick-colored paper, and is signed 
“August Howlitz.” The letter states that the 
persons responsible for the explosion are mem- 
rful organization, which origi- 
nated in Chicago directly after the Haymarket 
riots; The letter further states that the dyna- 
miters have no connection with the carmen’s 
nnion, and that the latter is entirely ignorant 
of who the dynamiters are.

Carroll’s Long and Faithful Service—An In- 
teresting Story of an Industrious Woman—

Macon, Ga., January 7.—[Special.]—Today 
your correspondent paid a visit to the junction 
where the Macon and Atlanta and the South- 
western railroad cars are switched off on to the 
tracks that lead into the carshed. Knocking 
at the door of a little house across the way, 
the reporter was told to comein bya cheery 
voice, and entering, introduced himself as the 
cerrespondent of THE CONSTITUTION to an 
aged lady sitting by the fire. 

“Oh, yes; I knew Wales Wynton, of THE 
CONSTITUTION, very well,” she said. 

“How long bave you been in charge of the 
switch?” 

‘Twenty-five years next spring. My husband 
was a switchman for a number of years, he 
watching at night and I in the day time.” 

“Was yur husband killed in the service?’ 

“No, but previous to his being made switch- 
man, his arm was rendered useless in a peculiar 
way. He was cutting boltsin the shops when a 
s-rap of brass flew off and entered his left hand, 
near the base of the third finger, and the in- 
flammation that ensued came near causing the 
Joss of the arm. ‘The limb was rendered use- 
less and shrivelled up afterwards.” 

“Twenty-five years isa long time in sucha 
pesition.” 

“Ves, especially for a woman, but I have 
made a living at it. The Southwestern road 
enly allowed me one dollar per day, but when 
the Central got control they increased it to one 
dollar andahalf.

In a word, we will get all the information 
we can about the working of the present system 
and also get all the information we can about the 
best systems now in vogue, and from the two we 
will frame a report which we hope will give Georgia 
a school system worthy of the state and entirely 
satisfactory to her people. I would like to have 
suggestions from anybody, and also would like to 
have reports from teachers and visitors, as to the 
working of the system in this and adjoining 
counties. In other words, we are open for all sorts 
of information in the nature of either complaints or 
praise. Theidea of this committee is that a plan 
can be devised and school laws can be enacted for 
the state of Georgia by taking the penaeee school fund 
of the state and adding to itthe additional one-teata 
of one per cent that was asked for by the bill that 
was introduced, that will give the children of the 
state six months education a year, and that of no 
mean kind, When he. says education he means 
education. Inthe line we are working upon in 
this committee, I think one thing will more 
than likely be inaugurated, and that is teacher's 
institutes throughoutthe state. The counties ofthe 
state will be divided into institute districts in like 
manner as they are now divided into senatorial 
districts, and the teachers of each one of these dis- 
tricts will meet in one place, where a convention is 
to be held annually for the purpose of normal edu- 
cation. In that way you will educate your educa- 
tors by contact, and we will havea much better 
class of teachers. That is one feature that the com- 
mittee ot toembody in its report.

Brady’s Bill Indorsed by the Farmoers—T rey Con- 
plain That Taeir Interes s Receive gut Scan‘ 
L eislation- Their Needs and Troubles 
Made Known-Other Notes.’ 


Coun County, Ga, January 5, 1887.—Editors 
Constitution: The farmers of Georgia have 
more to complain of from the deficiency of 
Jegisiation for their benefit and the perversion 
of what they get from legislative bodies, both 
national and state, than any class of people in 
Zhe country. Tur ConstTirUTioNn has been for 
several ycars the steadfast friend of the farmer 
jn the south. It ought to be, for in my ac- 
quaintauve with two hundred or more of the 
best farmers in this county, [ do not know one 
who is not a subscriber to the WEBLY or, in 
many cases, THE DAILY CONSTITUTION. They 
admire the paper for its determined stand in 
whatever tends to build up Georgia, and | «lo 
not remember a single issue directly affecting 
the intcrests of the farmer where THE CONSTI- 
TUTION has not taken a firm and able stand for 
their tights. For this reason, I wish to call 
the aitention of the editors of the piper, 
and of all interested, to some 
complaints that I hear al- 
mo-t daily discussed about the 
of affairs alluded to above: 

1. I» there a farmer in Georgia can 
irace « single advantage to himself, personally, 
fron: the ngricultural department at Washing- 
ton’ Has it been any advantage whatever to 
our farmers? If it has been, the advantage has 
escaped the investigation of myself and neigh- 
bors. We have received a few packages of seed 
from our congressmen, but ia driblets; not 
evuough to do any good, and in cases, of 
inferior kinds not adapted to our climate and 
soil. I bave no means of ascertaining what it 
coests to run this nat.onal concern, but I don’t 
know « farmer of my acquaintance who would 
lose acent if it was abolished tomorrow. Of 
its operations we know less than we do of the 
civil service commission and its requirements, 

2. 1 do not know of a single farmer who has 
derived any benefit from our state agricultural 
departincent. This seems qucer, but iS 
nevertheless true. I can well = rr 
when this department was organized, 
how we were told it was to help the farmer. I 
was iurming then, and have been since: 
am a good average farmer; have good common 
sense: some education, and have always been 
counted a close observer, but J can’t now revall 
but one piece of information which | found out 
through this department, and that is that the 
farmers ef this state were paving an average of 
fifty-four per cent interest. This information 
was given in a perfunctory way, but I have 
heard no remedy suggested, and have been 
waiting patiently for some remedy to cheapen 
ihis enormous interest, and to lessen the neces- 
sity of the farmers becoming borrowers, but 
have failed to find a furrow on that line. We 
have had volumeson guano. In fact, every 
gale that sweeps over the department during 
the sessions of the legislature, and at another 
time, for thatgmatter, is redolent with the odor 
of guano. If a bill is introduced im the 
legislature to give thefarmer the same right 
that the humblest negro has, who makes a 
contract for anything in the world but guano, 
we are met with the cry that it is a lick at the 
farmers of Georgia, that they are trying to 
cripple the farmers friend, and such stuff as 
this. Oneofthe rich guano dealers, I see by 
THE CONSTITUTION, was so indignant about 
such a hill pending in the present legislature a 
short time since, that he gave notice that the 
guano dealers would boycott the state if the 
bill became alaw. This would be a great ca- 
lamity, but not to the farmer: it will break up 
the agricultural department, and for my life I 
can'tsee which will dothe farmer the most 
xood; both will help amazingly. It is a simple 
matter of figures that any common senss man 
can cipher out, how much will be gained by 
this rash conduct. . Put down the 
figures that we pay out for 
guano in one column, add it upand then put 
down the cost of running the agricultural! de 
partment in another column, then add the two 
together and see for yourself how much will be 
saved to the poor tax payers of the state. Be- 
sides this, how many men will go to saving 
manure on their own farms. Manure which 
makes the best and cheapest fertilizer in the 
worid when composted with chemicals of the 
best brands that can be purchased by farmers 
from first hands, just where the guano dealer 
gets it before he manipulates it with his black 
dirt and sand, for which he charges an enor- 
mous price. It will give employment to many 
an idle hand, after the crops are gathered. It 
will keep the money in the state; yea, more, it 
will kecp the money at home, where it will do 
the most good. It makes me sick to read the 
flimsy siuif I see in the newspapers, in opposi- 
tion to whatis known as “Brady’s bill.” 1| 
don't know Mr. srady, and I have 
never read his bill, but I have got some infor- 
mation about its objects and aims, and if I had 
not scen a single line but what has been writ- 
ten and said against it, I would be well satis- 
fied that it is a good bill and ought to pass. 
You can smell guanoin every line of the at- 
tacks upon the bill. We were discussing the 
subject a few days ago in my (reighhorhood, 
after reading an article written from Hawkins- 
ville, I think; it was in Tur ConsTITUTION, 
and there was not a man in the party that was 
not firmly convinced that “Brady's bill” ought 
tobealaw. The truth is, if this thing con- 
tinucs, and we are to be met with oppression 
instead of real service from the department, if 
it is to be used for "the purposee of depriving us 
of legal rights, the right to plead failure of con- 
sideration in purchases made of guano—then 
the sooner it is abolished, the better: if not 
abolished, in the name of all that is just and 
true, call it the “ department of guano.” That 
will’suit better than the misnomers it now 
goes under. The farmers are run over and 
trampied in many ways, but you never hear 
anything from our department of agriculture. 
But you hit guano directly or indirectly, and it 
junes, Interviews and correspondents are 
busy, and you would think that some villain 
Was trying to shut off'the free air of Heaven. 

Now whatabout the persone] of this depart- 
ment? Are the officers successful farmers? 
Take the commissioner himself; Is he any 
better than his predecessor, and it was said of 
him, that he could never make aliviug farm- 
ing. They tell me our present commissioner 
Was a judge before he was a commissioner and 
that he was not successful farmer. If this is true 
while he maybe a cleverman, and Sdoubtiless is, 
he is not the man the farmers -want. Take 
his lieutenants. Dr. Lawton—I know him to 
beaclever man. He gets about three thousand 
Wollars a year salary, I am informed, for in- 
Specting oil and guano, out of this department. 
Sut no wen in Georgia ever knew of his farm- 
ing: lncver did. He’s a good brother Baptist, 
but he’s no farmer that I am aware of. Take 
Captain West Murphy, another. He gets about 
4he same salary, I presume. He is a lawyer; 
thade his money at law, or the most of it. He

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ARGUMENT AGAINST THE INTER- 
STATE COMMERCE BILL. 


What Mr,Jobn H. Inman Thinks Will be the Effect 
of the Reegan-Callom' Measure Now Before the 
Senate—He Speaks From the Standpoint 

~ of the Merchant and Manufacturer. 


Mr. Jobn H. Inman, the cotton merchant 
has been prominent in New York for twenty 
years as & promoter of southern enterprises. 
He is essentially a practical man, and has sent 
{yum New York to the south for investment at 
least fifty millions of dollars. Naturally he is 
wuch interested in anything which promises 
io affect that section for good or ill, and for 
this reason has very decided views on the Cul- 
lem-Reagan interstate commerce bill, which is 
now engaging the attention of congress. 
belicves that the passage of the bill in its pres- 
ent form would work mach harm to the south. 
Mr. Inman speaks from the standpoint of the 
merchant and manufacturer, for he holds fifty 
shares of stock in manufacturing enterprises 
for every share he holds in railroads, and is 
ihus very largely interested in developing coal 
and iron and cotton mancfacturing in that 
locality. 

In an interview published in the New York 
Times on Wednesday,he expresses the opinion 
that “there can be no reasonable doubt that 
its effect will be to restrict inter-state com- 
merceand to stifle competition. This effect 
must eventually result from the so-called short 
nud long haul provision of the bill, which, in 
3 ractically prohibiting cheap rates on through 
or long-haul trattic, strikes at one chief element 
in the prosperity of every state and nation, the 
economy of transportation of persons and prop- 
erty.” 

He thinks that the Jong and short haul pro- 
vision of the bill is mischievous, and believes 
that ‘“‘congress will find that the people do not 
want the enactment of a measure the enforce- 
ment of which must greatly retard the com- 
merece of the country,” “It will be found” 
says Mr. Inman, “‘that the farmers, manufact- 
urers, miners and merchants did not want a 
law that prohibits railroads from furnishing 
them cheap rates to enable them to ship to dis- 
tant markets. It is certain that workingmen 
who will be thrown oat of employment by 
reason of diminished business do not wish any 
such law. That many railroads will be bank- 
rupted, and many southern mdustries para- 
lyzed by the enforcement of this measure will 
interest the people, but may not concern the 
legislators, for instead of looking upon rail- 
roads as the pioneers of civilization and Chris- 
tianity, it is understood that they are now 
being regarded by many as public enemies, 
who must be put down by the strong arm of 
the law.” 

Mr. Inman does not think that the injurious 
effects of the long and short haul provisions 
will he confined to the south, but thinks that 
“the south will suffer most, for its mining and 
manufacturing interests are still in their in- 
fancy, and because she ships nearly her entire 
crop, as wellas almost every ton of pig iron 
and most of her cotton goods, to distant mar- 
kets, and, therefore, is largely interested in 
cheap rates on long hauls, and must, for her 
future development, have all the fostering care 
the railroads can offer. The large production 
of iron in the Birmingham district has been in, 
nosmall degree, the result of the very low 
rates at which the roads have carried the iron 
to and beyond the Ohio river points, where it 
finds a ready market. The south being 
sparsely settled, it necessitates a comparatively 
high local rate for the railroads to live; so when 
this bill becomes a law they must of necessity 
advance through rates, to correspoud with local, 
instead of reducing short hauls to correspond 
With long, thus greatly retarding the develop- 
mentof the country through which the roads 
run.” 

In answer to the question whether or not the 
bill does not make provision for cases in which 
its operation might be oppressive, Mr. Inman 


says: 
_ “Well, it may be said that it provides an 
antidote for the great evil it creates in the pro- 
vision that gives the commissioners the author- 
ity to suspend the operations of the objection- 
able clause. This of itself is an admission that 
this provision is wrong in principle and should 
not be keptin the bill. It will not be safe to 
rely upon this authority for a mitigation of the 
evil, for the fourth section provides that the 
commissioners may only act after investigation 
of each special case. The applications for re- 
lief will be numbered by the thousand, and 
how is it possible for the commission to inves- 
tigate all these cases and dispose of them with- 
in a reasonable time? Before relief can be ex- 
pected competition will be stifled, the commerce 
of the country revolutionized and many indus- 
tries at the south greatly injured,”

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THE RAILROAD HORROR. 


INVESTIGATION OF THE CORONER 
TO LOCATE THE CAUSE. 


The Freight Engine Did Not Have Enough Steam, 
But Its Engineer Had Too Much-A Farm 
Hand as a Fireman-The Conductor's 
Testimony in the Case, Etc. 


CLEVELAND, O., January 7.—The inquest in 
to the causes of the Baltimore and Ohio wreck, 
at Republic, began today at Tiffin. The first and 
most important witness examined, was the 


conductor of the freight train, L. F. Fletcher. | 


He testified that he had ample time to make 
the siding to clear the track for the wrecked 
passenger train, but that when within a mile 
of safety he became troubled about the slowness 
of his train, went forward tothe engine and 
found but forty pounds of steam. He then 
took his signal lantern and ran ahead to try 
and stop the express train, but met it in a cut 
only a hundred yards away. Fletcher says he 
saw his engineer take four drinks of whisky at 
stations at which histrain had stopped that 
night, and when he, Fletcher, went to the en- 
gine to investigate, his engineer was perfectly 
unconcerned as to what might occur. 

The fireman on the freight train testified 
that he had only beena fireman three weeks; 
had previously been a farm hand. It does not 
appear, however, from the testimony, that it 
was any fault of the fireman that the steam 
went down. 

Charles Snyder, front brakeman of the freight 
train, testified that he had gone into the en- 
gine cab shortly before the collision, and no- 
ticed that the boiler had only one gauge of 
water when it should have had three. 

The conductor of the wrecked passenger 
train testified that he had about sixty passen- 
gers; fourteen or fifteen in the smoker; five 
escaped from the smoker, two by being thrown 
out when the car smasked and three helped 
outsomewhat injured. He thinks not more 
than ten were killed.

A FREE CIRCUS. 


A Railroad Accident Causes Passengers to 
Stand on Their Heads, 


CHICAGO, January 7.—The Keithsburg ex- 
press train on the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy road was stopped about twelve miles 
from this city by a freight train whose engine 
had givenout. A suburban passenger train 
following close behind the express ran into the 
latter, the locomotive plowing under the rear 
sleeper and lifting it high in the air and it fell 
back on front part of the engine, demolishing 
it. The sleeper remained upright and the pas- 
sengers received noinjury beyond being stood 
upon their heads for a moment and dropped to 
a horizontal with asharp jolt. Some of the 
train men were bruised and scratched and hit 
by broken glass, but [suffered no worse damage. 


IT RUNS IN THE BLOOD. 


A Young Tennessee Mail Carrier Gets into 
Trouble. ) 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., January 7.—[Special.|— 
Deputy United States Marshal Spurrier arriv- 
ed from Lawrenceburg, Tenn., tonight, with 
Finis Gower, a bright, handsome boyof eigh- 
teen, who will probably spend many of his 
coming years in the penitentiary. Some 
days ago two boys, one of 
them Gower,being mail carrier between Ripley 
and Waynesburg, concluded that. they would 
replenish their funds from the registered pack- 
ges in the mail pouch, They punched out the 
iron loop of the mail bag and helped them- 
selves to $185 from one package, which origi- 
nally contained $585. The postmistress at Rip- 
ley, seeing the dilapidated condition of the 
package, marked it “not in good condition,” 
and sent it on. The boys, it seems, -had 
put things back in as_ good _ order 
as possible into the mail bag, 
and delivered it on time. As a matter of 
course, the $185 failed to materialize at its 
destination, and the authorities put in to get 
at the bottom facts, which they soon did. 
Gower was arrested, confessed and was brought 
to Nashville to await examination. He is a 
second cousin of Frank and Jesse James, his 
grandmother and the mother of the James 
brothers being sisters, 


SLUNK FROM THE CITY. 


The Fine Time Enjoyed by Two Chicago 
Swells. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., January 7.—[Special. ] 
A very sensational episode, in. which two 
Chicago sports were chicf actors, transpired in 
this city last night. Yesterday, A. Lowe alias 
A. Watson and L. B. Harrison, two howling 
swells from Chicago, dressed in faultless taste 
and in the hight of fashion, arrived in the city 
with a young woman named Mary ‘Griffin. 
They proceeded to a fashionable hotel and reg- 
istered the woman as their sister. Champagne 
was ordered and the party engaged in a lively 
banquet. About one o’clock this morning, the 
two bloods, when influenced with the wine, 
quaireled over the woman and engaged in a 
bout. Pistols were reached for, but before any 
shots could be fired they were ordered from 
the hotel. They refused to go, and 
the proprietor was about to forcibly eject them 
when the trio were arrested. It transpires that 
the woman is a disreputable octoroon whom 
they brought from Atlanta. The men were 
each fined $150 and, in defauit of payment, 
sent to the city rock pile. Late in the after- 
noon, by pawning watches and diamonds, they 
were enabled to pay thcir fine and then secretly 
slunk from the city. 


SINKING OF THE STEAMER MILLS. 


Twelve of the Crew Go Down With the Ves- 
sel. 

SAN FRANCISCO, January 7.—The crew of 
the ship Harvey Mills, which foundered at sea 
while on voyage from Seattle for this port, 
numbered twenty-four souls, all told. Survi- 
vors say that when all hope of saving the ship 
was abandoned, the captain and three men at- 
tempted to leave the ship in a small boat, but 
as soon as they left the ship’s side, the boat was 
capsized by a heavy sea and itis believed that 
they weredrowned. Four others took to a raft 
but bave not since been heard of. Mate Cush- 
man and three of the crew also left the ship 
on a raft, but before they were picked up one 
of the men went crazy and jumped-overboard, 
The other twelve of the crew stuck to theship 
and, as the survivors saw her go down, all on 
board must have perished. The three rescued 
men left San Pedro for this city yesterday.

“T can suggest a plan by which the Guard 
can enter every city in England in full uni- 
form aud completely armed, and yet not be in- 
terfered with. You know the English govern- 
ment doesn’t object to theatrical companies vis- 
iting England. Well, let the Guid 
go over as a theatrical com- 
pany. The members can take a brass 
band along and a jot of Soming posters as ac- 
cessories. All re ie todo then will be to 
give exhibition lis in the theaters. I’m 
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is needless to say that this rumor. 
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willing to bet my head that my plan would 

work like a charm.” 

When the plan was suggested toa member of 
the Guard he smiled, but said nothing. 

Another suggestion was that the Guard 
should not let the queen know of its presence 
in England. This, however, wouldn’t work, 
because the Guard’s fame has gone before. 

Some were found who declared that they 
hoped the Guard would give up the tour, Said 
‘one: 

“It is just such trips that prevent the legis- 
lature from doing anything for the state troops. 
The legislators are impressed with the belief 
that the troops are organized merely for the 
fun of the thing, and they insist that the state 
shall not expend a cent to make the fun faster 
and more furious.” prap tll ill 

GERMANY HAS NOT REFUSED. 

It was reported late yesterdaygfternoon that 
the authorities in Germany had cffrtly refused 
to allow the Guard to step upon its soil under 
any circumstances. A reporter informed Major 
Warren, clerk of the executive department, of 
the report, and asked if it was true. 

“If it is,’ Major Warren replied, “the gov- 
ernor knows nothing of it. Nocommunication 
on the subject from Germany has been received 
at this office.” 

‘Has any other government objected to the 
Guard’s visit?” com 

“Tam unable to say. All I know is that no 
objections have been made to the governor. I 
do not even know that any other government 
has been requested to allow the Guard’s visit.” 

It may be stated that the Guard will cer- 
tainly make the tour. Captain Burke was 
busy nearly all day yesterday perfecting his 
plans. 

There is nd lack of preparation on the part 
of the members of the Guard; they are look- 
ing forward to next June, the time of their de- 
parture, with exceeding interest.

Madame Janish was seen by a representative 
of THE CONSTITUTION just as she finished re- 
sponding to the encores justly deserved by her 
remarkable acting ingthe fourth act, at the per- 
formance last evening.
